th at forest as though you intend, tp return to it again and again—as 
though it were your priceless personal possession. 
I once saw a smoker toss a lighted m atch into a waste basket in an 
office. 
Tri a few moments there was a huge blaze that took quick work 
to save a tragedy. Not long ago, in a great city theatre, a score or more 
young girls were rehearsing a show.
